It Is farther 
clalmed that the solld organtc matter {n. sewage’ 
{s consumed or dissolved fo this liquid, leaving 
an cdourless fluld, {acapable of fermentation, 
and contatning only a few phosphates, the. salts 
of aramonta and the sals of the disinfectant, 

In a Tacoma paper It is assorted editorially 
that “experts who bave looked {nto the system, 
while admitting the disinfectlnog properties of the 
elzctrolyzed sem water, or mixture of sodium and 
choride of magnesium, havo expressed some 
doubt asto whether the Ilquid could be produced . 
in sofficlent abundance .and at a stffictently 
cheap rate for large towns, Including the sewers 
and streets to bo Irrigated with It." Bat the 
experlments at Havre, whore there is an unll- 
mited supply of sea wates, have demonstrated 
quite the contrary, so far at least as quantity is 
concerned ; but there {s not a unanimous opinion 
on the question of-economy..
